duty to the state unless he also at­ 
tended the primary , and there used 
his best efforts to make it possible for 
him to vote for a good candidate, by 
forcing the nomination of such a 
candidate.—Northfield News. 


Liable to be Trouble. 
There is liable to bo serious trouble 
at MiJle Lacs lake one of these day s. 
The Indians threaten to kill the first 
white man that attempts to cut any 
hay in the so-called Mille Lacs reser­ 
vation. 
The government has declared 
the reservation open to settlement. 
Hundreds of settlers have gone in 
there and taken claims and ooened up 
farms. 
Many of these settlers have 
already received patents from the 
government. 
Three new townships, 
with a full q uota of township officers, 
have been organized. 
There are over 
300 bona fide settlers located in the 
reservation. 
The settlers will cut the 
hay on their claims and if the Indians 
attem pt to put their threats into 
ex ecution there will be bloody work 
up there, and after many valuable 
lives have been sacrificed the q uestion 
of removing the 
Indians will be 
settled for all time.—Princeton Lnion. 


Up above Grand Rapids on the 
Mississippi river are a number of dams 
constructed by the United States gov­ 
ernment between ten and eighteen 
y ears ago, say s the Duluth Herald. 
Their ostensible purpose was to im­ 
prove navigation on the Mississippi, 
but the real object of the scheme was 
to supply water for running logs down 
to 
Minneapolis. 
The lumbermen 
who were in the deal had purchased 
for $1.25 an acre- and sometimes even 
less—large tracts of pine lands in that 
region. 
The dams so overflowed the 
country that woodsmen could go in 
on the snow and ice in winter and cut 
the timber which would float down 
stream in the spring without any 
hauling. 
This was a wonderful ad­ 
vantage, all at government ex pense, 
but when the timber was gone those 
same beneficiaries of a nation’s bounty 
put in a claim for damages on ac­ 
count of the submerging of the lands 
they no longer wanted, and secured 
from $15 to $25 an acre to satisfy their 
greed. 
That is the way several twin 
city fortunes were created at the ex ­ 
pense of the public. 


The New Game Law. 
The following is a careful sy nopsis 
of the game law as approved by the 
last legislature and contains the prin­ 
cipal features. 
It will be well to pre­ 
serve it for future reference as it will 
be the endeavor of the game commis­ 
sion to see that the law is strictly en­ 
forced in this section: 
July 4 to Nov. 1—Woodcock. 
Sept. 1 to Nov. I —Pinnated grouse 
or prairie chickens and white breasted 
or sharp tailed grouse. 
Sept. 1 to Nov. 1 - Quail, partridge 
or ruffled grouse or pheasant. 
Aug. 20 to April 25 — Wild duck of 
any variety or wild geese or brant or 
any aq uatic fowl whatever. 
Nov. 1 to Dec. l~ E lk , moose, deer 
and caribou. 
Aug. 20 to April 25 
Wilson or Jack 
sui^e or snipe of any variety . 
No moose, deer or caribou shall be 
killed or sold or taken in the state 
for five y ears from April 20,18 9 1. 
The use of hounds or dogs in hunt­ 
ing elk, moose, deer and caribou is 
strictly prohibited. 
None of the game animals or birds 
of the state shall be taken in any man­ 
ner ex cept by shooting them with a 
gun held to the shoulder, and the use 
of any trap, snare, swivel gun or 
other device or contrivance whatever 
is prohibited, ex cept the use of decoy s 
in hunting ducks and geese. 
The wanton destruction or wasting 
of the game of the state is declared a 
misdemeanor. 
No person shall take 
or kill to ex ceed 25 birds in one day . 
No keeper or hotel or restauran t or 
boarding house shall serve to any 
guest any game or fish durin g the 
time when the taking or killing of the 
same is prohibited by the laws of the 
state. 
Fifteen day s is allowed by law after 
the close of the season in which to 
dispose of any game animals, and 
three day s in which to dispose of any 
game birds killed or taken in the 
season. 
Any ex press company , railway com­ 
pany , common carrier, or any other 
company , corporation, or person, or 
any servant, agent or employ e of the 
same, who shall purchase, receive, sell 
or ship, or dispose of, or have in their 
possession for any purpose whatever, 
any of the game animals or birds of 
the state durin g the time when the 
killing of the same is forbidden by 
the laws of the state, shall be subjeet 
to a heavy fine or imprisonment. 
The destruction of the nests of amy 
of the game birds or the taking of 
their eggs is punishable by a fine or 
imprisonment. 
The killing or trappin g of any song 
bird, or other harmless bird, is pro­ 
hibited by law. 
Any one convicted of killing or trap­ 
ping out of season, or in any manner 
ex cept as provided by law. any of the 
game animals of the state of Minne­ 
sota, shall be fined not less than -510 
or more than $100 for each and every 
bird or animal so killed and the costs 
of prosecution, or shall be confined in 
the county jail not less than 10 day s 
nor more than 60 day s, for each and 
every animal or bird so killed. 
Twenty -fi ve dollars reward is offered 
by the board of game and fish com­ 
missioners of the state for information 
that will cause the conviction of any ­ 
one violating any of the provisions of 
the law\

Their ostensible purpose was to im­ 
prove navigation on the Mississippi, 
but the real object of the scheme was 
to supply water for running logs down 
to Minneapolis. 
The lumbermen

region. The dams so overflowed the 
country that woodsmen could go in 
on the snow and ice in winter and cut 
the timber which would float down 
stream in the spring without any 
hauling. This was a wonderful ad­ 
vantage, all at government expense, 
but when the timber was gone those 
same beneficiaries of a nation's bounty 
put io a claim for damages on ac­ 
count of the submerging of the lands 
they ho longer wanted, and secured 
from $15 to $25 an acre to satisfy their 
greed. 
That is the way several twin 
city fortunes were created at the ex­ 
pense of the public. 


J udge M ills has decided that the 
Northern Pacific is not entitled to the 
Crookston bonds, because the road 
was not completed at the date con­ 
tracted for. 
The amount was $50,000, 
and the crossing troubles prevented 
the line being finished. 


I t is announced that Senator Hompe 
has reconsidered his determination to 
serve on tho People’s party committee 
with Doc. Fish. 
You will find your 
Uncle W W. Erwin reconsidering 
his vl Ll;, nation not to run for office 
before long. 


Up at Motley a woman had her 
husband arrested for going home be­ 
fore ten o’clock by mistake. 
She had 
been absent and returning saw some 
one was in the house and called the 
marshal. There is a moral in this 
which several Braiuerdites can apply. 


The city of Fergus Falls loaned 
Dawson Bell $10,000 at 2 per cent. 
last summer in order that he might 
buy the Grand Hotel at that place, 
and now Mr. Bell has sold the Grand 
and made an assignment, and the tax­ 
payers in that town are somewhat ex­ 
cited. 


Over in Otter Tail county they have 
admitted Brandenberg, who killed a 
Swede at a political Fourth of July 
celebration, to bail. 
The man is presi­ 
dent of the Farmers’ Alliance in that 
county, and Bob. 
Dunn remarks: 
“What a howl would have went up 
from the virtuous Alliance men if the 
man had been murdered by the chair­ 
man of the Otter Tail county republi­ 
can committee at a republican rally.” 


L u d w ig v o n D e l c k e , of Iceland, says 
a telegram, has arrived in this coun­ 
try with a proposition to remove the 
entire population of that frozen island 
to Alaska. Iceland has been gradually 
growing colder for many years, and 
the time is at hand when it will be 
entirely uninhabitable. Sweden might 
object to such a proceeding, but the 
Icelanders apparently have no choice 
if they would continue to live. 
It is 
claimed that many parts of Alaska are 
capable of cultivation, it is certain the 
thrifty aud frugal Icelanders would 
be a vast improvement on the present 
mongrel native element in our far-off 
territory. 


Can Be Applied Here. 
In the American political system the 
importance of the elections by which 
offices are filled is not greater than 
that of the primaries at which candi­ 
dates for those offices are nominated. 
It is practically impossible, except 
under extraordinary circumstances, to 
elect any but the nominees of one of 
the regular organizations. 
It is of 
little avail to make elections free and 
pure, if the primaries are controlled 
by corrupt influences. 
The citizen 
who drops his ballot in the box at the 
polling booth has not fulfiilled his 
duty to the state unless he also at­ 
tended the primary, and there used 
his best efforts to make it possible for 
him to vote for a good candidate, by 
forcing the nomination of such a 
candidate.—Northfield News. 


The New Game Law. 
The following is a careful synopsis 
of the game law as approved by the 
last legislature and contains the prin­ 
cipal features. 
It will be well to pre­ 
serve it for future reference as it will 
be the endeavor of the game commis­ 
sion to see that the law is strictly en­ 
forced in this section: 
July 4 to Nov. I— Woodcock. 
Sept. I to Nov. I —Pinnated grouse 
or prairie chickens and white breasted 
or sharp tailed grouse. 
Sept. I to Nov. I—Quail, partridge 
or ruffled grouse or pheasant. 
Aug. 20 to April 25—Wild duck of 
any variety or wild geese or brant or 
any aquatic fowl whatever. 
Nov. I to Dec. I—Elk. moose, deer 
and caribou. 
Aug. 20 to April 25—Wilson or Jack 
sni^e or snipe of any variety. 
No moose, deer or caribou shall be 
killed or sold or taken in the state 
for five years from April 20,1891. 
The use of hounds or dogs in hunt­ 
ing elk, moose, deer and caribou is 
strictly prohibited. 
None of the game animals or birds 
of the state shall be taken in any man­ 
ner except by shooting them with a 
gun held to the shoulder, and the use 
of any trap, snare, swivel gun or 
other device or contrivance whatever 
is prohibited, except the use of decoys 
in hunting ducks and geese. 
The wanton destruction or wasting 
of the game of the state is declared a 
misdemeanor. 
No person shall take 
or kill to exceed 25 birds in one day. 
No keeper or hotel or restaurant or 
boarding house shall serve to any 
guest any game or fish during the 
time when the taking or killing of the 
same is prohibited by the law’s of the 
state. 
Fifteen days is allowed by law after 
the close of the season in which to 
dispose of any game animals, and 
three days in which to dispose of any 
game birds killed or taken in the 
season. 
Any express company, railway com­ 
pany. common carrier, or any other 
company, corporation, or person, or 
any servant, agent or employe of the 
same, who shall purchase, receive, sell 
or ship, or dispose of, or have in their 
possession for any purpose whatever, 
any of the game animals or birds of 
the state during the time when the 
killing of the same is forbidden by 
the laws of the state, shall be subject 
to a heavy fine or imprisonment. 
The destruction of the nests of a*y 
of the game birds or the taking of 
their eggs is punishable by a fine or 
imprisonment. 
The killing or trapping of any song 
bird, or other harmless bird, is pro­ 
hibited by law. 
Any one convicted of killing or trap­ 
ping out of season, or in any manner 
except as provided by law. any of the 
game animals of the state cf Minne­ 
sota, shall be fined not less than $10 
or more than $100 for each and every 
bird or animal so killed and the costs 
of prosecution, or shall be confined in 
the county jail not less than IO days 
nor more than GO days, for each and 
every animal or bird so killed. 
Twenty-five dollars reward coffered 
by the board of game and fish com­ 
missioners of the state for information 
that will cause the conviction of any­ 
one violating any of the provisions of 
the law. 


Liable to be Trouble. 
There is liable to bo serious trouble 
at Mille Lacs lake one of these days. 
The Indians threaten to kill the first 
w’hite man that attempts to cut any 
hay in the so-culled Mille Lacs reser­ 
vation. The government has declared 
the reservation open to settlement. 
Hundreds of settlers have gone in 
there and taken claims and opened up 
farms. 
Many of these settlers have 
already received patents from the 
government 
Three new townships, 
with a full quota of township officers, 
have been organized. 
There are over 
300 bona fide settlers located in the 
reservation. The settlers will cut the 
hay on their claims aud if the Indians 
attempt to put their threats into 
execution there will be bloody wrork 
up there, and after ipany valuable 
lives have been sacrificed the question 
of removing the Indians will be 
settled for all time.—Princeton Union.

MINERS MORE QUIET 


The Striking Coal Creek Miners Adopt 
Resolutions Looking Toward 
Arbitration. 


The Sheriff Runs Away and the Troops 
Cannot lie Sent to the Seat of 
Trouble. 


K h o x v il l e, Tenn., July 22.—Thrilling 
scenes were enacted in this city to-day aud 
the excitem ent caused by the return of 
troops and convicts from Priceville is un­ 
abated. The presence of the largest body 
o f soldiers seen bere since the war and 
the fact 
th at 
they m ay m om entarily 
be called upon to go to battle w ith four 
tim es their num ber of determ ined men, 
each an adept in the use of firearms, has 
caused the streets to be crowded since day­ 
break. The decision of the governor, who 
hasbeen in consultation with the attorney 
general all day, has been received and the 
troops are taking much needed rest. 
A meeting of m iners was held at Coal 
Creek this afternoon. There were speeches 
by a num ber of leaders of a conservative 
tone, advising against any sort of act in vi­ 
olation of the law. 
The men said they 
wanted the convicts sent away, and noth­ 
ing more or less. 
Finally a resolution was 
unanim ously passed to appoint a com m it­ 
tee of five to go to K noxville and Nashville 
if necessary to confer with Gov. Buchanan 
and arbitrate the present difficulties. 
A 
resolution 
was 
unanim ously 
passed, 
each m an pledging himself, on his honor, 
th at not one dollar’s worth of property 
would be destroyed and the com pany’s 
property should be 
guarded. 
It was 
further determ ined that no one should of­ 
fer violence to any one except in self de­ 
fense. 
There is a sense of relief and quiet 
lince the meeting. 
The miners seem to 
feel th at they are taking the proper course. 
There was some talk of attackingthe troops 
com ing to assist the leaders. 
The meeting 
has resulted in good and the men are now 
quiet. They are determ ined as ever that 
no convicts shall work here, aud they say 
they will release all who come just as soon 
as the troops leave. 
A com m ittee of miners came to town to­ 
night to confer with the governor and ef­ 
fect a settle ment before the troope started 
to Anderson county. 
The governor not 
being here, Gen. Carnes was called on, but 
that gentlem an declined to be interviewed. 
The troops will doubtless be put iu m otion 
to-morrow. 
CAN ONLY ASSIST THE SHERIFF. 
N ashville. 
Tenn., 
July 
22.—Gov. 
Buchanan 
to-day referred to Attorney 
General Pickle the question 
as to his 
authority to proceed to quell the m iner’s 
riots independently of the civil authorities, 
the sheriff of Anderson county having left 
the scene. 
The attorney general takes the 
position that Gov. Buchanan was justified 
by law in sending the m ilitary to Ander­ 
son county, in answer to the sheriff s de­ 
mand; but that a* the sheriff has retired 
ignom iniously from the field, the governor 
is at the end of his row. 
The m ilitary can 
only be used under civil authority, and in 
the absence of the sheriff the troops cannot 
be utilized. 
The governor left for K noxville to-night 
to try to solve the question w ithout blood­ 
shed.

No one can answer th at question. 
Hugh Miller says th at m an’s habit of 
burying his dead out of sight makes it 
very easy to be mistaken on that 
point; for, because of burial, men s 
bones may be found among the ani­ 
mals th at have lain in the earth for 
ages. There is one thing, however, 
th at gives us an inkling ot when he 
came. Certain tools, th at only man 
could have made, have been found 
buried in caves, in peat beds, and in 
the bottom of lakes. Often these are 
covered by layers of rock; and, by 
calculating how long it took to make 
the layers, a guess can be made as to 
when the tools were put there. Still, 
it is only a guess, and no one pretends 
to regard the question as settled, be­ 
cause under some conditions the lay­ 
er* would he made much faster than 
under others. But the bones of certain 
animal*, the mammoth and oilier 
great creatures of tlint time, which 
have long since died, have been found 
with these tools, writes Theresa Crof­ 
ton in St. Xicholus. By calculping 
in what ages these animals lived,anat 
how long it takes a race of animals to 
die out, a surer result can be arrived 
at. Iii a cave in England, buried un­ 
der a limestone layer from one to fif­ 
teen inches thick, tools have been 
found mingled with the bones of ele­ 
phants, 
tigers, 
rhinoceroses, and 
hyenas, which roamed 
over 
th at 
country thousands and thousands of 
years ago. The peat bogs of what is 
now Denmark and Scandinavia are 
filled with stone tools. Some have 
been found in beds of gravel, underly­ 
ing peat which iscertainly 7,000 years 
old. This seems to show th at man 
must have dwelt on earth at least as 
many years ago.

The cigarette paper is not doctored 
with creosote, and the tobacco is pure 
and sweet. They have a knack of us­ 
ing tobacco in the Orient which as yet 
bas not been learned in this country. 
Nearly everybody smokes in Turkey. 
Tile women of the harem are inveter­ 
ate cigaret te smokers, and they do not 
seem to grow less beautiful from the 
use of the weed. They have also a 
pipe called the nargileh, which is a 
large bowl with many tubes to it. A 
number of women sit around and 
smoke and gossip. 
“They do not have any quilting 
part ies, as the women in this country, 
and so much of their small talk is 
done around the nargileh. In thecafes 
the eustomeis smoke, and, in fact, an 
entertainm ent of any kind would be 
incomplete without, the soothing chi­ 
bouque. The

I confess I cannot smoke the cigarettes 
made in this country.”

I once ate a regular 
Turkish dinner and enjoyed it very 
much.

Other dishes, of course, were 
not so pleasant to the palate.”

Broniliead, was stationed at Rorke’s 
Drift to guard th e ford and h ospital 
and stores. He th us tells h is gallant 
story: 
Between 3 and 4 in th e afternoon, 
wh en I was engaged preparing th e tea 
for th e sick at th e out-of-door cooking 
place, just at th e back ofth e h ospital 
—for I was h ospital cook—two m ount­ 
ed men, looking much exh austed and 
th eir h orses worn out, rode up to me. 
One was in h is sh irt sleeves and with ­ 
out a h at, with a revolver strapped 
round h is breast; th e oth er h ad h is 
coat and h at on. Th ey stopped for 
a moment and told me th at th e wh ole 
force on th e oth er side of th e river 
h ad been cut up and th at th e Zulus 
were coming on in great force. Th ey 
th en rode off. 
I immediately ran to 
th e camp close by and related wh at I 
h eard. We were at once fallen in and 
set to work to strength en th e post by 
looph oiing th e windows of th e build­ 
ings and to make breast works of bis­ 
cuit boxes and mealie bags. About 
h alf an h our latter th e Zulus were seen 
coming round a h ill and about twelve 
h undred y ards off. We were th en told 
off-to our posts. I was placed in one 
of th e corner rooms of th e h ospital. 
About th is t imeCapt. Stevens and all 
h is meti except one native and two 
Europeans, 
non-commissioned offi­ 
cers, deserted us and went off toHeln- 
m akair. We were so enraged th a t we 
fired several sh ots at th em, one of 
wh ich dropped a European non-com­ 
missioned officer. 
From my loop­ 
h ole I saw th e Zulus approach ing in 
th eir th ousands. Th ey began to fire, 
yelling as th ey did so. wh en th ey were 
five h undred or six h undred yards off. 
Th ey came on boldly, taking advan­ 
tage of ant h ills and oth er cover, and 
we were soon surrounded. More th an 
h alf of th em h ad muskets or rifles. I 
began to fire wh en th ey were 600 
y ards distant. I managed to clip sev­ 
eral of th em, for I h ad an excellent 
rifle and was a “m arksm an.” I recol­ 
lect particularly one Zulu. 
He was 
about four h undred yards off, and 
was running from one ant h ill to an­ 
oth er. As h e was running from cover 
to cover I fired at h im; my bullet 
caugh t h im in th e body, and lie made 
a complete somersault. Anoth er man 
was lying below an ant h ill, about 
th ree h undred y ards off, popping h is 
h ead out now and again to lire. 
I 
took careful aim, but my bullet went 
just over bis h ead. I th ?n lowered my 
sigh t and fired again th e next time h e 
sh owed h imself. 
I saw th e bullet 
strike th e ground in a direct line, but 
about ten y ards sh ort. I th en took a 
little fuller sigh t, aimed at th e spot 
wh ere I knew h is h ead would come 
out, and wh en h e sh owed h imself I 
fired. 
I did not th en see wh eth er h e 
was struck, but lie never sh owed 
again. Th e next morning, wh en th e 
figh ting was over. I felt curious to 
know wh eth er I h ad h it th is man, so 
I went to th e spot w h ere I h ad last 
seen h im. 
I found h im lying dead, 
with h is skull pierced by my bullet. 
Th e Zulus kept drawing closer and 
closer and I went on firing, killing 
several of th em. At last th ey got 
close up and set fire to th e h ospital. 
Th ere was only one patient in my 
room with a broken leg, and h e was 
burned and f was driven out by th e 
flames and was unable to save h im. 
At first I h ad a comrade, but h e left 
after a time h e was killed on h is way 
to th e inner intrench ment. Wh en 
driven out of th is room I retired by a 
partition door into th e next room, 
wh ere th ere were several patients. 
For a few minutes I was th e only 
figh ting man th ere. A wounded man 
of th e Twenty-fourth came to me 
from anoth er room with a bullet 
wound 
in th e arm. I tied it up. 
Th en Joh n Williams came in from an­ 
oth er room, and made a h ole in th e 
partition, th rough wh ich h e h elped 
th e sick and wounded men. Wh ilst 
h e was doing th is th e Zulus beat 
in th e door and tried to enter. I 
stood at th e side and sh ot and bay ­ 
oneted several—I could not tell h ow 
many, but th ere were four or five lying 
dead at my feet. Th ey th rew assegais 
continually, but only one touch ed 
me, and th at inflicted a scalp wound 
wh ich I did not th ink worth report­ 
ing; in fact. I did not feel th e wound 
a t th e time. One Zulu seized my rifle 
and tri*« d to drag it away. Wh ile we 
were tussling I slipped in a cartridge 
and pulled th e trigger—-th e muzzle was 
against h is breast, and h e fell dead. 
Every now and again a Zulu would 
make a rush to enter—th e door would 
only let in one man at a time—but 
J bayoneted or sh ot every one. Wh en 
all th e patients were out excepting 
one, wh o, owing to a broken leg could 
not move, I also wen I th rough th e 
h ole, dragging th e man after me, in 
doing w h uh I broke h is leg again. I 
th en stopped at th e h ole to guard it 
wh ile Williams was making a h ole 
th rough th e partition into th e next 
room. 
Wh en th e patients h ad been got in­ 
to th e next room I followed, dragging 
th e man with th e broken leg after nie- 
I stopped a t th e h ole to guard it wh ile 
Williams was h elping th e patients 
th rough a window into th e oth er de­ 
fenses. 
I stuck 
to 
my particular 
ch arge, and dragged h im out and h elp­ 
ed h im into th e inner line of defenses. 
I th en took my post beh ind th e 
parapet, wh ere th ree men h ad been 
h it just before. One of th ese was sh ot 
in th e th ick part of th e neck, and 
was calling on me all nigh t to sh ift 
from one side to th e oth er. On th is 
side th e blaze of th e h ospital ligh ted 
up th e ground in front, enabling us to 
fake aim. Th e Zulus would every 
quarter of an h oqr or so get togeth er 
apd make a rush accompanied by 
yells. We let th em get close and th en 
fired 9 vplley—sometimes twp. Th is 
would ch eck th em and send th em 
back. Th en after a time th ey would 
rally and come on again. About 3 a. 
pi. day began to break and th e Zulus 
retreated. A party , of wh ich 1 was 
one, th en volunteered to go across to 
th e h ospital, wh ere th ere was a water 
part, and bring it into th e inner in- 
plosurg, A* h ere th ere was no water, 
and th e wounded were crying for it. 
Wh en th e sun rose we found th e Zu­ 
lus h ad disappeared. We th en went 
put tp search for our missing ppm- 
pades. I sa w' one man kneeling beh ind 
th e outer defenses with h is rifle tp h is 
sh oulder, and resting qn th e parapet 
as if h e were taking aim. 
1 touch ed 
h im pn th e sh oulder, asking h im wh y 
lie didn't come inside, but lie fell over, 
and I » aw h e was dead. I saw several 
oth ers of our dead ripped open and 
oth erwise mutilated. , Doing beyond 
tne outer defenses I went, as I h ave 


said before, wh ith er I h ad killed th e 
man ut wh om I h ad fired th ree sh ots 
from th e h ospital. Going on a little 
furth er I came across a very tall Zulu 
bleeding from a wound in th e leg; I 
was passing h im by wh en h e made a 
yell and clutch ed th e butt or my rifle, 
dragging h imself on to h is knees. We 
h ad a severe struggle wh ich lasted for 
several seconds, wh en, finding h e could 
not get th e rifle from me, h e let go 
with one h and and caugh t me around 
th e leg trying to th row me. Wh ile h e 
w as doing th is I got th e rifle from h im, 
and, drawing back a yard or two, 
loaded and blew h is brains out. 
I 
th en was fetch ed back to th e fort, and 
no one was allowed to go out save 
with oth er men. Th en several of us 
went out togeth er, and we brough t in 
several wounded Zulus. By th is time 
it was about 8 or 9 o’clock, and we 
saw' a body coming toward us; at th e 
same time Lord Ch elmsford’s column 
came in sigh t and th e enemy retired. 
I^ord Ch elmsford, soon after h e a r­ 
rived, called me up to inquire about 
th e defense of th e h ospital. 
I w as 
busy preparing tea for th e sick and 
w ounded, and was in my sh irt-sleeves, 
with my braces down. 
I wanted to 
put on my coat before appearing in 
front of th e General, but I was told to 
come along a t once, and I felt rath er 
nervous a t leaving in such a state, 
and Ih ough t I h ad committed some of­ 
fense. Wh en Ivord Ch elmsford h eard 
my story h e praised me and sh ook me 
by th e h and. Th e Cross w as present­ 
ed to me on Aug. 3, at Rorke’s Drift, 
by Sir Garnet Wolseley.

A b ou t M ilking, 
Th e first th ing in milking is to see 
th at th e udder is clean. Wi|>e th e 
udders of all th e cows to h e milked 
w ith a flannel cloth wrung out in luke­ 
warm water and dry th em immediate­ 
ly. Th e milker sh ould th en wash and 
dry h is h aryls and see th a t th ere are 
no long or broken nails. Commence 
now to stroke gently th e teats and 
udder a few seconds, to excite t h e ffow' 
of milk and to relax th e muscles wh ich 
close th e m outh of th e teats. Now 
grasp th e two furth est off teats in such 
a way th a t th e little linger is just out 
of reach of th e milk as it issues from 
th e teat. For it is absolutely neces­ 
sary th at th e h ands are kept dry from 
sta rt to finish . Th e milk cannot be 
kept perfectly clean wh en th e h ands 
are wet, no m atter h ow carefully both 
udder and h ands h ave been wash ed 
and dried; and milk, as all know, 
readily 
absorbs 
any 
dirt 
or 
dirty smell and im parts it to but­ 
ter or ch eese. 
But a yet weigh tier 
consideration is th a t diseases of th e 
teats and udder, especially sore and 
cracked teats, are to a very large de­ 
gree attributable to noth ing else th an 
I wet milking, wh ile th e danger of infec- 
I tion being conveyed from one animal 
; to anoth er is increased enormously, 
j Taking care, th erefore, to keep th e lit- 
! tie finger away from th e milk, pro- 
1 ceed to drive th e milk out of th e teat 
j by a steadily increasing pressure (re- 
j member not by pulling), commencing 
1 th e pressure with th e th um b and first 
! linger and following rapidly with sec­ 
ond, th ird and fourth fingers. Now 
loosen your grasp and raise th e h and 
into th e udder, as it were, giving a gen­ 
tle sh ove or blow so as to bring th e 
milk down into th e lower portion of 
th e udder. Th en repeat th e squeeze, 
but take care never to stretch th e 
teat th e least h it beyond its natural 
length , or serious internul ruptures 
migh t result; besides, th is stretch ing 
th e teats makes milking very un­ 
pleasant to th e cow. Even at th e end, 
never 
resort 
to 
stripping—th at 
is, 
sliding 
two 
or 
th ree 
fin- 
fingers 
down 
th e 
teat, 
wh ich 
is kept lubricated with milk, but 
continue 
squeezing th e milk 
out 
till no more will come, and even th en 
go on for a few seconds to encourage 
th e ffow of blood to th e udder; th en 
do th e same to th e two near teats. 
Th e quick, soft push into th e lower 
portion of th e udder is exactly wh at 
a calf does wh en suction no longer 
brings it any milk. 
It opens its mouth 
sligh tly so as to take in a larger por­ 
tion of th e udder, and giv<*s it a gentle 
poke with its nose, wh ereupon it re­ 
sumes sucking. 
Too rapid and violent milking is 
not enjoyable to th e th e cow and will 
cause h er to “h old up” h er milk, and 
slow 
milking makes h er 
wearied. 
Conversation 
among 
th e 
milkers 
sh ould most strictly be forbidden. 
Th e position of th e milker is often 
sucli th at h e cannot see wh eth er all 
th e milk goes into th e pail or not, and 
h e must consequently trust to h is 
h earing. And an interest ingconversa- 
tion is not conducive to attentive 
listening to th e sound of th e milk pail. 


F eed in g V a lu e of W hey. 
Four trials were conducted a t th e 
Wisconsin experiment station during 
th e fall of 1890-91, for th e purjiose of 
ascertaining th e value of sweet w h ey 
for pig feeding. Th e results of th ese 
trials sh ow: 
F irst—We are not successful in 
maintaining pigs on wh ey alone. 
Second—Pigs fed on corn meal and 
sh orts with waterrequired 552 pounds 
of th e mixture for 
100 jammls of 
grain. 
Th ird—Wh en wh ey was added to 
th e com meal and sh orts mixture, it 
produced a marked saving in th e 
am ount of grain required for good 
grain. Th is was true for mixtures 
varying from two pounds of wh ey to 
one of grain, up to ten pounds of 
wh ey to one of grain. 
Fourth —It was found wh en using 
wh ey as a partial substitute forgrain, 
th at 760 pounds of wh ey effected a 
saving of 100 pounds of th ecorn meal 
and sh orts mixture. 
Fifth —Using th ese figures, if corn 
meal and sh orts are valued at 
$12 
per ton, th en wh ey is worth eigh t cents 
per h undred pounds; at $ 15 per ton 
for th e corn meal and sh orts, wh ey 
would be wort h ten cents per h undred 
weigh t. 
.Sixth —Sh orts, pea meal and oil 
meal, or like foods, sh ould h e mixed 
with wh ey for growing animals. Some 
corn may be fed a t all times, th e pro­ 
portion increasing as th e animal ap­ 
proach es m aturity .—Oh io Farmer. 


S a lt th e Covys. 
It is h ardly necessary to tell people 
wh o h andle stock th a t th ey sh ould 
be salted regularly. It seems to In* as 
necessary as food itself, judging from 
th e way th ey will beg forit. Not only 
is it relish » !, but observation and 
experience teach th at salt is necessary 
to th e best h ealth of a row. 
Prof. 
Robinson, of th e Guelph experimental 
station. Ontario, says, after exper­ 
imenting along th at line, tfiat “to 
deny cows salt for even one week 
reduces th eir flow' of milk 
1 I1., to 17’., 
percent in quantity and lowers th e 
quality .” Milk given wh en th e povys 
are deprived of salt, lie says, “ will 
sour 24 h ours sooner th an th at given 
wh en th ey h ave a full supply of it. It 
is greatly relish ed by all animals, 
w h ich is a strong preemptive evidence 
in its favor, and th ere cannot la* a 
reasonable doubt at th is lateday th at 
salt is beneficial to milch cqwh .’’ 


Th ere must be th e active principle; 
th a t is to say, th e attacking or de­ 
structive agent, wh ich is generally ar 
acid or an alkali. Th ere must be th e 
passive principle, i. e., th e ingredient 
wh ich contains th e fertilizing agent we 
want to make use of, but wh ich is 
locked up insolubly in water, and 
th erefore present but useless. Th ere 
must be also moisture and h eat, as 
ch emical action is dead or nearly so 
wh en dry and cold. Here are four 
indispensables; all must be present in 
th e soil or th e ch emical action cannot 
take place. As an example, take a 
fresh manure h eap, dry it up to ch ips ¡ 
and it is inert; but simply moisten it 
—not to soak it—and th e principle is I 
set free and begins to work. Th is ac- j 
tion produces h eat and th us all th « 
essentials to ch emical action being i 
present, th e operation goes on 
till 
eith er th e moisture failsorth e passive 
materiul is reduced and th e work is i 
done. Now if th e proposition between 
th e active m aterial and th e passive 
principiéis a true one, th e work is 
completed, th e iusoluble part is ren | 
dered soluble, th e wh ole mass is now 
fit to feed plants 
and 
th e only 
action 
to 
take place 
is 
to 
keep sufficient moisture in contact 
with th e h umus to make it possible 
for th e plant to imbibe it. 'Hie wh ole 
of th is operation is commonly called 
rotting, Now, if you will rot down all 
th e rubbish on your farm you will 
h ave h umas, th e result of a ch emica* 
process.

week. In winter, sh eep sh ould be 
well sh eltered in bad, storm y weath ­ 
er, with plenty of good clover h ay 
and 
pure water. Th en 
th ey will 
th irve. Jf you allow' th em out in 
storms, with poor or insufficient food, 
th ey will grow th in and th e wool ’be­ 
comes dead. Ewes with lamb, under 
such treatm ent, do not pass yeaning 
tim e safely, and w ill lack nutriment 
for th eir puny lambs. Th ere is loss in 
all such sh eep h usbandry. 
Ewes sh ould not h ave much grain 
before lambing, but w h at th ey do h ave 
sh ould be bran, oats ami corn ground 
togeth er. After a ewe drops h er lamb 
put h er in a place by h erself. Have a 
sh ed for th is purpose, wh ere you can 
bunch th em in lots of ten or fifteen. 
You can oversee th em better, and de­ 
tect anyth ing th a t goes wrong, and 
wh en you go in among th em th ey 
h aven’t room to run around, as in a 
large sh ed, tramping on th eir lambs, 
etc.—Oh io Farmer.

A recent paper by Mr. Gisborne, of 
Ottaw a electrician to th e Dominion, 
given a t th e recent meeting of th e 
Royal Society of Canada in Montreal, 
contains some very interesting state­ 
ments about rapid telegraph y. Mr. 
Gisborn stated by way of data th at 
3,000 words i**r minute h ad been 
transm itted by a round-about line of 
copper wire 355 miles long between 
New York and Wash ington, wh ile 800 
h ad been reach ed over th e 1,000 mile 
line between New York and Ch icago, 
and h e expressed th e opinion th at th e 
telegraph of th e future would la* large­ 
ly conducted by means of such rapid 
transm itters as were used m th ese ex­ 
periments. It may be interesting to 
note th at th e autom atic mach ine tele­ 
graph employment is th e invention of 
Mr. F. Amierson, of Connecticut, and 
th at it is of t lie perforated paper class 
of instruments, registering each mes­ 
sage h y ink marks sh owingth e ordin­ 
ary Morse signals. 
From th is th e speaker « rent on to 
sh ow th at a message of 100 words 
could be transm itted over 
1 ,0<X> miles 
of lineior 23 cents, and yet allow a large 
profit for th e telegraph companies. 
Huch a statem ent may appear a little 
surprising at first sigh t, but it must 
be remember» ! th at a pair of lines 
working a t th e h igh est sjh*» 1 mention­ 
ed is th e equivalent of someth ing like 
forty complete quadruple! systems, 
each requiring its own wire, ami work­ 
ed by th e ordinary key.

They stoppled for 
a m om ent and told me th a t the whole 
force on the other side of the river 
had been cut up and th a t the Zulus 
were coming on in great force. They 
then rode off. 
I im m ediately ran to 
the cam p close by and reiated w hat I 
beard. We were a t once fallen in and 
set to work to strengthen the post by 
loopholing the windows of the build­ 
ings and to m ake breastw orks of bis 


said before, w hither I had killed the 
m an at whom I had fired three shots 
from the hospital. Going on a little 
further I came across a very tall Zulu 
bleeding from a wound in the leg; I 
was passing him by when he m ade a 
yell and clutched the b u tt or my ride, 
dragging himself on to his knees. We 
had a severe struggle which lasted for 
several seconds, when, finding he could 
n o t get the ride from me, he let go 
with one hand and caught me around 
the leg trying to throw me. While he 
was doing this I got the ride from him, 
and, drawing back a yard or two, 
loaded and blew his brains out. 
I 
then was fetched back to the fort, and 
no one was allowed to go out save 
with other men. Then, several of us 
went out together, and we brought in 
several wounded Zulus. 
By this tim e 
it was abo u t 8 o r 9 o ’clock, and we 
saw a body coming tow ard us; at the 
sam e tim e Lord Chelmsford's column 
came in sight and the enemy retired. 
Ix>rd Chelmsford, soon after he a r­ 
rived, called me up to inquire about 
the defense of the hospital. 
I was 
busy preparing tea for the sick and 
wounded, and was in my shirt-sleeves. 
with my braces down. 
I w anted to 
put on my coat before appearing in 
front of the General, but I was told to 
come along a t Olive, and I felt rath er 
nervous a t leaving in such a state, 
and I bought I had com m itted some of­ 
fense. 
When I xm l Chelmsford heard 
my story he praised me and shook me 
by the hand. The Cross was present­ 
ed to me on Aug. 3, at Korke’s Drift, 
by Sir G arnet Wolseley.

A b o u t M ilking, 
The first thing in milking is to see 
th a t the udder is clean. Wipe the 
udders of all the cows to be milked 
w ith a flannel cloth wrung out in luke­ 
warm w ater and dry them im m ediate­ 
ly. The milker should then wash and 
dry his hattyls and see th a t there are 
no long or broken nails. Commence 
now to stroke gently the te a ts and 
udder a few seconds, to excite the How’ 
of milk and to relax the muscles which 
close the m outh of the teats. Now 
grasp the tw o furthest off teats in such 
a way th a t the little finger is just out 
of reach of the milk as it issues from 
the teat. F o r it is absolutely neces­ 
sary’ th a t the hands are kept dry from 
s ta rt to finish. The milk cannot be 
kept perfectly clean when the hands 
are wet, no m atter how carefully both 
udder and hands have been washed 
and dried; and milk, as all know, 
readily 
absorbs 
any 
d irt 
or 
d irty smell ami im parts it to b u t­ 
ter or cheese. 
But a yet weightier 
consideration is th a t diseases of the 
teats and udder, especially sore and 
cracked teats, are to a very large de­ 
gree attrib u tab le to nothing else than 
wet milking, while the danger of infec­ 
tion being conveyed from one anim al 
to anoth er is increased enorm ously. 
Taking care, therefore, to keep the lit­ 
tle finger aw ay from the milk, pro­ 
ceed to drive the milk out of the te a t 
by a steadily increasing pressure (re­ 
member not by pulling), commencing 
the pressure with t lie thum b and first 


There m ust be the active principle; 
th a t is to say, the attacking o r de­ 
structive agent, which is generally a r 
acid or an alkali. There m ust be the 
passive principle, i. e., the ingredient 
which contains the fertilizing agent we 
w ant to m ake use of, but which is 
locked up insolubly in w ater, and 
t herefore present but useless.

lect particularly one Zulu. 
He was 
ab out four hundred yards off, and 
was running from one an t hill to ari­ 
ot lier. 
to cover I fired a t him; my bullet 
caught him in the l>ody, and lie m ade 
a complete som ersault. A nother m an 
was lying below an an t hill, about 
three hundred yards off, ilopping his 
head out now and again to fire. 
I 
took careful aim , but my bullet went 
just over his head. 
I t li m low ered my 
sight and fired again the next tim e he 
showed himself. 
I saw the buffet 
strike the ground iii a direct line, hut 
aliout ten yards short. 
I then took a 
little fuller sight, aim ed a t the spot 
where I knew his head would come 
o u t, and when he showed himself I 
fired. 
I did not then see whether he 
was struck, but he never showed 
again. The next morning, when the 
fighting was over. I felt curious to 
know whether I had hit this man, so 
I went to the spot where I had last 
seen him. 
I found him lying dead, 
with his skull pierced by m y bullet. 
The Zulus kept drawing closer and 
closer am i I went on firing, killing 
several of them. 
At last they got 
close up and set fire to the hospital, j 
There was only one p atien t in my 
room with a broken leg. and he was 
burned and I was driven out by the 
flames and was unable to save him. 
At first I bad a com rade, b u t he left 
after a tim e he was killed on his way 
to the inner int tench m eat. 
When 
driven out of this room I retired by a 
p artitio n door into the next room , 
where there were several patients. 
F o r a few m inutes I was the only 
lighting m an there. A wounded m an 
of the Twenty-fourth came to me 
from another room with a bullet 
wound 
in the arm . 
I tied it up. 
Then John W illiams came in from an ­ 
other room , and m ade a hole in the 
partition, through which he bellied 
the sick and wounded men. 
W hilst 
he was doing this the Zulus lieat 
i n M ta 
stood at the side and shot and bay 
onetcd several—I could not tell how 
m any, but there were four or live lying 
dead at my feet. They threw assegais 
continually, but only one touched 
me, and th a t inflicted a scalp wound 
which I did not think w orth rep o rt­ 
ing; in fact, I did not feel the wound 
at the time. One Zulu seized my rifle 
and tri.*l to drag it aw ay. While we 
were tussling I slipped in a cartridge 
and pulled the trigger—the muzzle was 
against his breast, and be fell dead. 
Every now and again ft Zulu would 
m ake a rush to enter—the door would 
only let in one m an a t a tim e—but 
I bayoneted or shot every one. When 
all the patiiM ta were out excepting 
one, w ho, ow ing to a broken leg could 
not move, I also wen I through the 
hole, dragging the man after me, in 
doing will cli I broke his leg again.

then stopped at the hole to guard it 
while W illiams was making a hole 
through tile partitio n into the next 
room .

VERY RAPID TELEGRAPHY. 


Three T housand W ords Per Minute 
T ransm itted Over a Copper Wire. 


A recent paper by Mr. Gisborne, of 
O ttaw a electrician to the Dominion, 
given a t the recent meeting of the 
Royal Society of C anada in M ontreal, 
contains some very interesting sta te ­ 
m ents ab out rapid telegraphy'. Mr. 
Gisborn stated by way of d a ta th a t 
3,000 words lier m inute had been 
transm itted by a round-about line of 
copper wire 355 miles long between 
New York and W ashington, while 800 
hail been real-lied over the 1,000 mile 
line between New York and Chicago, 
and he expressed the opinion th a t the 
telegraph of the future would be large­ 
ly conducted by means of such rapid 
tran sm itters as were used iii these ex­ 
perim ents. 
It m ay be interesting to 
note th a t the autom atic machine tele­ 
graph em ploym ent is the invention of 
Mr. F. Anderson, of Connecticut, and 
th a t it is of tile perforated paper class 
of instrum ents, registering each mes­ 
sage by ink m arks showing the ordin­ 
ary Morse signals. 
From this the speaker went on to 
show th a t a message of IOO words 
could be transm itted over I ,OOO miles 
of line/or 25 cents, and yet allow a large 
profit for the telegraph companies. 
Such a statem ent m ay appear a little 
surprising a t first sight, blit it m ust 
be remembered th a t a pair of lines 
working a t the highest speed m ention­ 
ed is the equivalent of som ething like 
forty complete quadruple! system s, 
each requiring its ow n w ire, and work­ 
ed by’ the ordinary key. 
The decrease in expense of line and 
m aintenance 
accomplished 
by the 
substitution of these tran sm itters for 
the ordinary instrum ents would be 
something enorm ous, to say nothing 
of the far sm aller num ber of operators 
and instrum ents required. The per­ 
foration, of course, is done by m ach­ 
ines constructed on the principle of 
the typew riter.

Feeding Value of Whey. 
Four trials were conducted a t the 
Wisconsin experim ent statio n during 
the fall of 1890 9 !, for the pur{iose of 
ascertaining the value of sweet whey 
for pig feeding. The results of these 
trials show: 
F irst—We 
are not successful in 
m aintaining pigs on whey alone. 
Seco ml—Digs 
on corn meal and 
sh o rts with w ater required 552 pounds 
of the m ixture for IOO pounds of 
grain. 
T hird—When whey was added to 
the corn meal and shorts m ixture, it 
produced a m arked saving in the 
am ount of grain required for good 
grain. This was true for m ixtures 
varying from tw o pounds of whey to 
one of grain, up to ten pounds of 
whey to one of grain. 
F o u rth —It was found when using 
whey as a p artial substitute forgrain, 
th a t 760 pounds of whey effected a 
saving of IOO pounds of thecorn meal 
and sh o rts m ixture. 
Fifth—Using these figure 
meal and shorts are valued at $12 
lier ton, then whey is wort height cents 
per hundred pounds; a t $15 per ton 
for the corn meal and shorts, whey 
would be wort ti ten cents per hundred 
weight. 
Sixth—Shorts, pea meal 
and oil 
meal, o r like foods, should he mixed 
with whey for growing anim als. Some 
corn m ay he fed a t all tim es, the pro­ 
portion increasing as the anim al ap ­ 
proaches m atu rity .—Ohio F anner. 


Salt th e Co\ys, 
It is hardly necessary to tell people 
who handle stork th a t they should 
be Baltei] regularly. It seems to lie as 
necessary as food itself, judging from 
the way they will beg forit. 
Not only 
is it relished, but observation and 
experience teach th a t salt is necessary 
to the beat health of a cow. 
Prof. 
Robinson, of the Guelph experim ental 
statio n . O ntario, says, after exper­ 
imenting along th a t line, th a t “ to 
deny cows salt for even one week 
reduces their flow of milk 14% to 17% 
p ercen t in quan tity and lowers tile 
q uality.” 
Milk given when the pows 
are deprived of salt, lie says. “ will 
sour 24 hours sooner than th a t given 
w hen they have a full supply of it. It 
is greatly relished by all anim als, 
which is a strong presum tive evidence 
in its favor, and there cannot be a 
reasonable doubt a t this lated ay th a t 
salt is beneficial to milch cows.” 


Pinkeye C ontagious. 
Dr. Fleming, principal veterinary 
surgeon of the British arm y, is of the 
opinion th a t the veterinary au th o r­ 
ities of this count ry ure correct in re­ 
garding “pinkeye” in horses as a con­ 
tagious and infectious sjiecific fever 
transm issible directly from anim al to 
anim al. 
He said, further, th a t |ier- 
sons passing from a sick anim al to a 
healt y one would convey the disease. 
It was undoubtedly due to one or 
more germs, there might be two or 
three germs producing it; but there 
were grounds for believing th a t the 
geirns could develop not only in the 
anim al body but outside it—-in the a t­ 
mosphere. Only on th a t behalf could 
they account for certain outbreaks 
Although the m ortality attending the 
latest outbreak lias lieen greater than 
in any other, they would have to 
schedule the whole country to stop it; 
and he thought the tim e had not yet 
arrived for th a t. 
He advised those 
who had horses to observe closely the 
prevalence of the disease, and, ii they 
saw sym ptom s of it, to rest the horses 
a t once.

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT ICE. 


Why It F lo a ts —Why It S om etim es 
Beam s to Form at the Bottom . 


Did you ever wonder why it is th a t 
ice, being formed of congealed water, 
floats? says the Ht. I» u is Republic. 
Aud why, on some still lakes, it begins 
to form a t the bottom before it does 
on the surface? 
Scientists explain 
these enigmas tips wise: 
Ice is specific 
cully lighter than w ater just about to 
freeze, aud therefore floats in it. This 
is d ie reason why the form ation of 
ice usually liegins a t the surface. An­ 
other is the peculiar law of expansion. 
Tile general law is, th a t cold inducts 
expansion; this law holds good with 
w ater only to a certain point. W hen 
w ater h a - cooled down to within 7 4 
degrees of freezing it ceases to cont rat t 
as before with increase of cold and be­ 
gins to expand till it freezes. 
This expansion causes the colder 
portions of the w ater to rise to the 
surface. 
The form ation of “ground 
ice,” or “ anchor ice” as it is some­ 
times called, is the only’ exception to 
the rule given above. The whole body 
of w ater is a t the sam e tim e cooled to 
lielow the freezing point, and the sub

T houghts About Sheep. 
Some people seem to think th a t 
sheep can live anywhere. They will 
turn them into the road where the 
grass is covered with dust, forgetting 
th a t a sheep is as dainty ab o u t its 
food as its m aster.—Others will keep 
them in a brier patch, 
where grass 
m ust struggle for existence, let them 
run here all summer, and iii the fall 
they will come out thin and gaunt, 
and with their fleece* ruined, oth ers 
stock their fields to o heavily 
Sheep 
are like other anim als—put too m any 
on a field and they will crop it too 
close, ruining tile pasture. They w ant 
frequent changes of pasture, to do 
well. They like hill lands the liest, 
and seem to do better on them . 
They 
should 
be salted 
twice a 
week. 
Iii winter, sheep should be 
well sheltered in bad, storm y weath­ 
er, with plenty of good clover hay 
and 
pure water. Then 
they will 
thirve. 
lf you allow them o u t in 
storm s, with poor or insufficient food, 
they will grow thin and the wool l>e- 
comes dead. 
Ewes with lam b, under 
such treatm ent, do not pass yeaning 
tim e safely, and will lack nutrim ent 
for their puny lambs. There is loss in 
ail such slieep husbandry. 
Ewes should not have much grain 
before lambing, b u t what they do have 
should be bran, o ats and corn ground 
together. After a ewe drops her lam b 
put her in a place by herself. H ave a 
shed for this purpose, w here you can 
bunch them in lots of ten or fifteen. 
You can oversee them better, and de­ 
tect anything th a t goes wrong, and 
wffen you go in among them they 
haven’t room to run around, as in a 
large shed, tram ping on their lam bs, 
etc.—Ohio Farm er.

W ith working m achinery of all kinds 
the hest oil is the ellen pest.

Section I.—Every can or package of 
baking powder containing Am m onia 
offered for sale in this State shall 
have a conspicuous label 
thereon 
with the words “Contains A m m onia” 
printed 
thereon in plain type, not 
smaller than great primer and any 
person who shall sell, or offer for sale, 
any such can or package of baking 
powder w ithout such label thereon, 
shall be guilty of misdemeanor. 
Section 2 .—This act shall takeelfect 
July I, 1891.

year-old girl who was living with 
them as an adopted daughter. The 
child, as the story goes, has had a 
hard time since its birth, her parent­ 
age being uncertain, and after being 
knocked about from pillar to post was 
finally adopted by Charles Cross, the 
veterinary surgeon, who kept the girl 
for three months and then turned her 
oyer to the tender mercies of this 
Boh lea woman, with whom she has 
lived up to last Saturday night, when 
the neighbors took the matter rn hand. 
On that evening the girl came to Mr. 
Hawkins’ residence late in the even­ 
ing and wanted to stay all night, say­ 
ing Mrs. Boh!es had whipped her and 
turned her out, and her appearance 
bore out the statement 
On Sunday 
she was taken charge of by Mrs. O’Tool 
and Mrs. Smiley. According to their 
statement on the witness stand yes­ 
terday the child was in a horrible 
condition, being covered with filth 
and lice. After she had been washed 
her little body was found to be covered 
with welts and discolored where she 
had been whipped, but they were 
not visible to the naked eye until the 
dirt had been removed. On top of 
her head was a wound which had 
never been cared for. The case was 
tried before the municipal court on 
Thursday, and the testimony of seve­ 
ral prominent ladies and gentlemen 
of East Brainerd was giveo in regard 
to their treatment of the child. 
The 
girl herself swore that the wound on 
her head was made by Mrs. Boh! es 
with a dipper, and that the welts and 
discolorations on her arms arid body 
came by being whipped with a- rope 
and pounded with boardA 
She also 
stated that Mrs. Bohlss had hung her 
up with a rope under her arms and 
whipped her. 
After arguments by Judge Flem­ 
ing, who appeared for the state, and 
J. N. True, attorney for the defend­ 
ants, the jury were sent out and after 
due deliberation returned a verdict 
of guilty as to the woman, and not 
guilty as to the man, recommending 
the prisoner to the mercy of the 
court. 
A fine of $50 or sixty days in 
jail was imposed.

Held for Harder. 
At the preliminary examination of 
the prisoners arrested at the time of 
the murder of Pat Ryan which oc 
curred on Monday, Fred Ellis and 
Phillip Provo were held to await the 
action of the grand jury, the two In­ 
dians being discharged from custody. 
The affair is still clouded in mystery 
so far as to who the actual person is 
who stabbed Ryan.

As to the men 
held, the evidence produced was not 
sufficient to convict them, but was 
enough to warrant their being held. 
There was hardly a spectator in the 
room at the time of the examination 
but who was convinced that the pris­ 
oners all knew who did the terrible 
deed if they had no hand in it them­ 
selves. In the meantime it is expected 
that considerable light will be shed 
upon the matter, and by the time court 
convenes the law will be able to lay 
its strong hands upon the guilty party. 


Work of the Game Commission. 
A. F. Ferris returned yesterday 
from a two days’ meeting of the state 
game and fish commission and reports 
a very successful meeting. 
A large 
number of local wardens for counties 
were appointed whose names will be 
withheld on account of handicapping 
them in their work, for in the past the 
poachers have been warned of the ap­ 
proach of officers and were constantly 
on the lookout 
The chairman of the 
commission is quoted as saying: 
“You will hear of a good many ar­ 
rests during the next ten days,” he 
added. “We hope the local authorities 
will obey the law in inflicting punish­ 
ment too,” he went on, “and not do 
as the Duluth justice did—impose a 
$12.50 fine where the Jaw plainly 
placed the fine at $50—his excuse for 
leniency being simply that the man 
who killed a deer and brought it 
through the streets in daylight was 
poor.

Coining August 4th. 
The future, the heavens and the 
ocean are full of mysteries, and the 
superstitions of all ages have consulted 
the prophets, the seers and the astro­ 
logers to fathom their impenetrable 
depths so far beyond human compre­ 
hension. It required the pen and the 
imagination of a Jules Verne to con­ 
jure up such a tale as “The Bottom 
of the Sea,” a romance, so weired and 
extraordinary that the adventures of 
Robinson Crusoe are tame compared 
to it. 
Stranger than all the rest is 
the fact that the seafaring man, he 
who bas spent his life on the ocean’s 
wave, is filled with the most awe to 
its dangers and the easier believes of 
demons of the deep more terrible than 
the octopus; fish more ravenous than 
the shark, and .serpents so large that 
they endanger the safety of ship*. So 
deep-seated lathe sailor’s superstition 
that his vision is deceived and he be­ 
lieves that he has seen that which he 
has never viewed, and with his imagi­ 
nation at piny in the deck or tryst or 
aloft sees phauton ships and pirates 
of the main. Jules Verne has chosen 
well his scene, and the story is an ab­ 
sorbing one of a lost treasurer, a plot 
to recover it, a working of mischief 
on board the French man-of-war by 
the damage to the cable, necessitating 
a descent to the bottom of the sea to 
secure the parted portion, and a con­ 
flict between the diver and the devil­ 
fish, and a robbing of the dead and 
thwarted murder in the sunken wreck. 
The story is interesting enough to 
this point, but the wonderful scenic 
effects are so unusual and startling 
that the audience is moved to en­ 
thusiasm. 
All the mechanical and 
scenic effects of the play are so natu­ 
ral and effective; but the marvelous 
representation of the bottom of the 
sea with its monsters, and the mon­ 
ster surpasses all the others from its 
novelty 
and 
calls 
for particular 
mention. 
While upon the subject of 
scenery it is just to say it is from the 
brush of John H. Young, who has 
ably aided by his art to paint ae glow­ 
ing as Verne has portrayed. 
The 
Greek adventurer claims the most at­ 
tention, as admirably personated by 
George P. Webster, who equally well 
plays the subdued and crafty villiaD 
of the earlier acts and the baffled, 
desperate, wounded and hunted des­ 
perado at the end. At the last be is 
powerful and 
presents 
a highly- 
wrought picture of a hounded scound­ 
rel at bay, and his taking-off is dra­ 
matically effective, and as with all 
villians, his distraction, of course, is 
edifying to those who have watched 
his fiendish career. 
While 
the 
spectacle has much that is weird, 
sensational and surprising, comedy is 
not wanting, as introduced by the 
father of the twins, a shrewd Irishman 
and his wife, a French maid, and 
there is a love motive attached to the 
thread of the narrative which main­ 
tains the interest in the lovers until 
the denouement. 
That W. B. Brady 
has had his hand, or rather his pen, 
in the present vision is quite apparent, 
as it gives abundant evidence of his 
superior abilities as a reconstractor 
aud adapter of spectacles and heavy 
scenic productions. Certainly he did 
net go beyond his depth in “The 
Bottom of the Sea.*’

his best efforts to make it possible for 
him to vote for a good candidate, by 
forcing the nomination of such a 
candidate.—Northfield News. 


The New Game Law. 
The following is a careful synopsis 
of the game law as approved by the 
last legislature and contains the prin­ 
cipal features. 
It will be well to pre­ 
serve it for future reference as it will 
be the endeavor of the game commis­ 
sion to see that the law is strictly en­ 
forced in this section: 
July 4 to Nov. 1—Woodcock. 
Sept. 1 to Nov. 1—Pinnated grouse 
or prairie chickens and white breasted 
or sharp tailed grouse. 
Sept. 1 to Nov. 1—Quail, partridge 
or ruffled grouse or pheasant. 
Aug. 20 to April 25 — Wild duck of 
any variety or wild geese or brant or 
any aquatic fowl whatever. 
Nov. 1 to Dec. 1—Elk, moose, deer 
and caribou. 
Aug. 20 to April 25—"Wilson or Jack 
snipe or snipe of any variety. 
No moose, deer or caribou shall be 
killed or sold or taken in the state 
or five years from April 20,1891. 
The use of hounds or dogs in hunt­ 
ing elk, moose, deer and caribou is 
strictly prohibited. 
None of the game animals or birds 
of the state shall be taken in any man­ 
ner except by shooting them with a 
gun held to the shoulder, and the use 
of any trap, snare, swivel gun or 
other device or contrivance whatever 
is prohibited, except the use of decoys 
in hunting ducks and geese. 
The wanton destruction or wasting 
of the game of the state is declared a 
misdemeanor. 
No person shall take 
or kill to exceed 25 birds in one day. 
No keeper or hotel or restaurant or 
boarding house shall serve to any 
guest any game or fish during the 
time when the taking or killing of the 
same is prohibited by the laws of the 
state. 
Fifteen days is allowed by law after 
the close of the season in which to 
dispose of any game animals, and 
three days in which to dispose of any 
game birds killed or taken in the 
season. 
Any express company, railway com­ 
pany, common carrier, or any other 
company, corporation, or person, or 
any servant, agent or employe of the 
same, who shall purchase, receive, sell 
or ship, or dispose of, or have in their 
possession for any purpose whatever, 
any of the game animals or birds of 
the state during the time when the 
killing of the same is forbidden by 
the laws of the state, shall be subjeet 
to a heavy.fine or imprisonment. 
The destruction of the nests of a»y 
of the game birds or the taking of 
their eggs is punishable by a fine or 
imprisonment. 
The killing or trapping of any song 
bird, or other harmless bird, is pro­ 
hibited by law. 
Any one convicted ^f killing or trap­ 
ping out of season, or in any manner 
except as provided by law, any of the 
game animals of the state of Minne­ 
sota, shall be fined not less than $10 
or more than $100 for each and every 
bird or animal so killed and the costs 
of prosecution, or shall be confined in 
the county jail not less than 10 days 
nor more than GO days, for each and 
every animal or bird so killed. 
Twenty-five dollars reward is offered 
by the board of game and fish com­ 
missioners of the state for information 
that will cause the conviction of any­ 
one violating any of the provisions of 
the law.

When was man first placed on earth? 
No one can answer th a t question. 
Hugh Miller says th a t m an’s habit of 
burying his dead out of sight makes it 
very easy to be mistaken on th a t 
point; for, because of burial, men’s 
bones may be found among the ani­ 
mals th at have lain in the earth for 
ages. There is one thing, however, 
that gives us an inkling of when he 
came. Certain tools, th at only man 
could have made, have been found 
buried in caves, in peat beds, and in 
the bottom of lakes. Often these are 
covered by layers of rock; and, by 
calculating how long it took to make 
the layers, a guess can be made as to 
when the tools were put there. Still, 
it is only a guess, and no one pretends 
to regard the question as settled, be- 
eause under some conditions the lay­ 
er* would he made much faster than 
under others. But the bones of certain 
animal*, the m am m oth and other 
gn at creatures of th a t time, w hich 
have long since died, have been found 
with these tools, writes Theresa Crof- 
ton in St. Nicholus. 
By calculping 
in what ages thesq, anim als lived,anat 
how long it takes a race of anim als to 
die out, a surer result can be arrived 
at. In a cave in England, buried un­ 
der a limestone layer from one to fif­ 
teen inches thick, tools have been 
found mingled with the bones of ele­ 
phants, 
tigers, 
rhinoceroses, and 
hyenas, which roamed 
over 
th at 
country thousands and thousands of 
years ago. The peat hogs of what is 
now Denmark and Scandinavia are 
filled with stone tools. 
Some have 
bet'U found in beds of gravel, underly­ 
ing peat which is certainly 7,000 years 
old. This set m s to show' th a t man 
must have dwelt on earth at least as 
many years ago.

G e n . L e w W a l l a c e C h a t s A b o u t E a t - 
i n g a n d S m o k i n g of t h e O r i e n t a l s , 
An enthusiast on the subject of fine 
tobacco is Gen. I a1 w Wallace, the a u th ­ 
or of “ Ben llu r” and ex-Minister to 
Turkey. 
A Mail and Expressman 
not long ago had a chat with him about 
tobacco and the kind the Orientals 
smoked. He said: 
; 
“The Turks smoke the purest tobac­ 
co, generally in the form of cigarettes 
They get their cigarettes from Smyrna. 
The cigarette paper is not doctored 
with creosote, and thetolm cco is pure 
and sweet. They have a knack of us­ 
ing tobacco in the Orient which as yet 
has not been learned in this country. 
Nearly everybody smokes in Turkey. 
The women of the harem are inveter­ 
ate cigarette smokers, and they do not 
seem to grow less beautiful from the 
use of the weed. They have also a 
pipe called the nargileh, which is a 
large bowl with many tubes to it. A 
| number of women sit around and 
j smoke and gossip. 
“They do not have any quilting 
parties, as the women in this country, 
and so much of their small talk is 
done around the nargileh. In theeafes 
the eustom eis smoke, and, in fact, an 
entertainm ent of any kind would be 
incomplete without the soothing chi­ 
bouque. The 
deleterious 
effect of 
tobacco is not noticeable in Turkey. 
I confess Icannot smoke the cigarettes 
made in this country.” 
“ Are the Turks great eaters?” 
“They live well. Nearly all of them 
have French cooks, 
especially the 
wealthy who live in cities. 
Some of 
the dishes cooked by native Turks are 
very palatable. 
I once ate a regular 
Turkish dinner and enjoyed it very 
much. Many of the dishes had un- 
prounceahle names and were mixed, 
but they were peculiarly seductive to 
tasle. Other dishes, of course, were 
not so pleasant to the p alate.”

Jn Jan. 22, 1870, Private Henry 
Hook, with his company, under Lieut. 
Broinhead, was stationed at Rorke’s 
Drift to guard the ford and hospital 
and stores. 
He thus tells his gallant 
story: 
Between 3 and 4 in the afternoon, 
when I was engaged preparing the tea 
for the sick at the out-of-door cooking 
place, just at the back of the hospital 
—for J w ashospitalcook—two mount­ 
ed men, looking much exhausted and 
their horses worn out, rode up to me. 
One was in his shirt sleeves and with­ 
out a hat, with a revolver strapped 
round his breast; the other had his 
coat and hat on. 
They stopped for 
a moment and told me that the whole 
force on the other side of the river 
had been cut up and that the Zulus 
were coming on in great force. They 
then rode off. 
I immediately ran to 
the camp close by and related what I 
heard. 
We were at once fallen in and 
set to work to strengthen the post by 
loopholing the windows of the build­ 
ings and to make breastworks of bis­ 
cuit boxes and mealie bags. 
About 
half an hour latter the Zulus were seen 
coming round a hill and about twelve 
hundred yards off. 
We were then told 
off to our posts. 
I was placed in one 
of the corner rooms of the hospital. 
About this timeCapt. Stevens and all 
his metl except one native and two 
Europeans, 
non-commissioned offi­ 
cers, deserted iis and went off toHelp- 
makair. We were so enraged th at we 
fired several shots at them, one of 
which dropped a European non-com­ 
missioned officer. 
From my loop­ 
hole 1 saw tiie Zulus approaching in 
their thousands. They began to fire, 
yelling as they did so, when they were 
live hundred or six hundred yards off. 
They came on boldly, taking advan­ 
tage of ant hills and other cover, and 
we were soon surrounded. More than 
half of them had muskets or ritles. 
I 
began to lire when they were 000 
yards distant. I managed to clip sev­ 
eral of them, for I had an excellent 
ritie and was a “ marksman.” 
I recol­ 
lect particularly one Zulu. 
He was 
about four hundred yards off, and 
was running from one ant hill to an­ 
other. 
As he was running from cover 
to cover I tired at him; my bullet 
caught him in the body, and he made 
a complete somersault. Another man 
was lying below an ant hill, about 
three hundred yards off, popping his 
head out now and again to fire. 
1 
took careful aim, hut my bullet went 
just over his head. 
I th?n lowered my 
sight and fired aguin the next time lie 
showed himself. 
I saw the bullet 
strike the ground in a direct line, but 
about ten yards short. 
I then took a 
little fuller sight, aimed at the spot 
where I knew his head would come 
out, and when he showed himself 1 
tiled. 
I did not then see whether lie 
was struck, hut he never showed 
again. The next morning, when the 
lighting was over, I felt curious to 
know whether I had hit this man, so 
I went to the spot where I had last 
seen him. 
I found him lying dead, 
with his skull pierced by my bullet. 
The Zulus kept drawing closer and 
closer and I went on firing, killing 
several of them. 
At last they got 
close up and set fire to the hospital, 
There was only one patient in my 
room with a broken leg, and he was 
burned and I was driven out by the 
flames and was unable to save him. 
At first I had a comrade, but he left 
after a time lie was killed on his way 
to the inner intrenchment. 
When 
driven out of this room I retired by a 
partition door into the next room, 
where there were several patients, 
For a few minutes I was the only 
light ing man there. 
A wounded man 
of the Twenty-fourth came to me 
from another room 
with a bullet 
wound 
in the arm. 
I tied it up. 
Then John Williams came in from an­ 
other room, and made a hole in the 
partition, through which he helped 
the sick and wounded men. 
Whilst 
he was doing this the Zulus beat 
in the door and tried to enter. 
I 
stood at the side and shot and bay­ 
oneted several—I could not tell how 
many, but there were four or five lying 
dead at my feet. They threw assegais 
continually, but only one touched 
me, and t hat inflicted a scalp wound 
which I did not think worth report­ 
ing; in fact, I did not feel the wound 
at the time. One Zulu seized my rifle 
and tri.d to drag it away. While we 
were tussling 1 slipped in a cartridge 
and pulled the trigger—-the muzzle was 
against his breast, and he fell dead. 
Every now and again a Zulu would 
make a rush to enter—thedoor would 
only let in one man at a time— but 
I bayoneted or shot every one. When, 
all the patitnts were out excepting 
one, who, owing to a broken leg could 
not move, I also weni through the 
hole, drawing the man after me, in 
doing which I broke his leg again. 
I 
then stopped at the hole to guard it 
while Williams was making a hole 
through the partition into the next 
room. 
When the patients had been got in­ 
to the next room I followed, dragging 
the man with the broken leg after me- 
1 stopped a t thehole to guard it while 
Williams was helping the patients 
through a window into the other de­ 
fenses. 
1 
stuck 
to 
my particular 
charge, and dragged him out and help­ 
ed him into the inner line of defenses. 
I 
then 
took 1113' post behind the 
parapet, where three men had been 
Lit just before. One of these was shot 
in the thick part of the neck, and 
was calling on me all night to shift 
from one side to the other. 
O11 this 
side the blaze of the hospital lighted 
up the ground in front, enabling us to 
Jake aim. The Zulus would every 
quarter of ah hour or so get together 
apd make a rush accompanied by 
yells. 
We let them get close and then 
fired $ vtplley—sometimes tvyp. This 
would check them and send them 
back. 
Then after a time they would 
rally and come 011 again. About 3 a. 
pi. day began to break and the Zulus 
Retreated. 
A party, of which 1 was 
one, then volunteered to go across to 
the hospital, where there was a water 
part, apd bring it into the inner in- 
glosurp, tyhere there was 110 water, 
and the wpunded were crying for it. 
When the spn rose we found the Zu­ 
lus had disappeared. 
We then went 
put tp search for pur missing ppm- 
pades. i saw one man kneeling behind 
the outer defenses with bis rifle to his 
shoulder, and resting pn the parapet 
as if he were taking aim. 
1 touched 
him on the shoulder, asking him why 
lie didn’t come inside, hut he fell over, 
and I eew he was dead. I saw several 
others of our dead ripped open and 
otherwise mutilated. / Going beyond 
the outer defenses I went, as I have 


said before, whither I had killed the 
man at whom I had fired three shots 
from the hospital. 
Going on a little 
further 1 came across a very tall Zulu 
bleeding from a wound in the leg; I 
was passing him by when he made a 
yell and clutched the butt or my rifle, 
dragging himself 011 to his knees. 
We 
had a severe stru^le which lasted for 
several seconds, when, finding he could 
not get the rifle from me, he let go 
with one hand and caught me around 
the leg trying to throw me. 
While he 
was doing this I got the rifle from him, 
and, drawing back a yard or two, 
loaded and blew his brains out. 
I 
then was fetched back to the fort, and 
no one was allowed to go out save 
with other men. 
Then, several of us 
went out together, and we brought in 
several wounded Zulus. 
By this time 
it was about 8 or 9 o’clock, and we 
saw a bod}' coming toward us; at the 
same time Lord Chelmsford’s column 
came in sight and the enemy retired. 
Lord Chelmsford, soon after he ar­ 
rived, called me up to inquire about 
the defense of the hospital. 
I was 
busy preparing tea for the sick and 
wounded, and was in my shirt-sleeves, 
with my braces down. 
I wanted to 
put on my coat before appearing in 
front of the General, but 1 was told to 
come alon* at once, and I felt rather 
nervous a* leaving in such a state, 
and thought I had committed some of­ 
fense. 
When Lord Chelmsford heard 
my story he praised me and shook me 
by the hand. 
The Cross was present­ 
ed to me 011 Aug. 3 , at Rorke’s Drift, 
by Sir Garnet Wolseley.

A b o u t Milking;, 
The first thing in milking is to see 
that the udder is clean. 
Wipe the 
udders of all the cows to be milked 
with a flannel cloth w rung out in luke­ 
warm water and dry them immediate­ 
ly’. The milker should then wash and 
dry his haqds and see that there are 
110 long or broken nails. Commence 
now to stroke gently the teats and 
udder a few seconds, to excite the Hoiv 
of milk and to relax the muscles which 
close the mouth of the teats. 
Now 
grasp the two furthest off teats in such 
a way that the little finger is just out 
of reach of the milk as it issues from 
the teat. 
For it is absolutely’ neces­ 
sary that the hands are kept dry from 
start to finish. The milk cannot be 
kept perfectly clean when the hands 
are wet, no matter how’ carefully both 
udder and hands have been washed 
and dried; and milk, as all know, 
readily 
absorbs 
any 
dirt 
or 
dirty smell and imparts it to but­ 
ter or cheese. 
But a yet weightier 
consideration is that diseases of the 
teats 11 nd udder, especially sore and 
cracked teats, are to a very large de­ 
gree attributable to nothing else than 
w’et milking, while the danger of infec­ 
tion being conveyed from one animal 
to another is increased enormously. 
Taking care, therefore, to keep the lit­ 
tle finger away from the milk, pro­ 
ceed to drive the milk out of the teat 
by’ a steadily increasing pressure (re­ 
member not by pulling), commencing 
the pressure with the thumb and first 
finger and follow ing rapidly with sec­ 
ond, third and fourth lingers. 
Now 
loosen your grasp and raise the hand 
into the udder, as it were, giving a gen­ 
tle shove or blow so as to bring the 
milk down into the lower portion of 
the udder. Then repeat the squeeze, 
but take care never to stretch the 
teat the least bit beyond its natural 
length, or serious internal ruptures 
might result; besides, this stretching 
the teats makes milking very un­ 
pleasant to the cow. Even at the end, 
never 
resort 
to 
stripping—that 
is, 
sliding 
two 
or 
three 
fin- 
lingers 
down 
the 
teat, 
which 
is kept lubricated with milk, but 
continue 
squeezing the 
milk 
out 
till 110 more will come, and even then 
go on for a few seconds to encourage 
the How of blood to the udder; then 
do the same to the two near teats. 
The quick, .soft push into the lower 
portion of the uader is exactly what 
a calf does when suction 110 longer 
brings it any milk. 
Jt opens its mouth 
slightly so as to take in a larger por­ 
tion of the udder, and gives it a gentle 
poke with its nose, whereupon it re­ 
sumes sucking. 
Too rapid and violent milking is 
not enjoyable to the the cow and will 
cause her to “ hold up” her milk, and 
slow 
milking makes her 
wearied. 
Conversation 
among 
the 
milkers 
should most strictly be forbidden. 
The position of the milker is often 
such that he cannot see whether all 
the milk goes into the pail or not, and 
he must consequently’ trust to his 
hearing. 
And an interesting conversa­ 
tion is not conducive to attentive 
listening to the sound of the milk pail. 


F e e d in g V a lu e o f W h e y . 
Four trials were conducted at t he 
Wisconsin experiment station during 
the fall of 1890 9 J, lor the purpose of 
ascertaining the value of sweet whey 
for pig feeding. 
The results of these 
trials show: 
F irst—We 
are not successful in 
maintaining pigs on whey alone. 
Second—Digs fed on corn meal and 
shorts w ith water required 552 pounds 
of the mixture for 100 pounds of 
grain. 
Third—When whey was added to 
the corn meal and shorts mixture, it 
produced a marked saving in the 
amount of grain required for good 
grain. 
This was true for mixtures 
varying from two pounds of whey to 
one of grain, up to ten pounds of 
whey to one of grain. 
Fourth— It was found when using 
whey as a partial substitute for grain, 
that 700 pounds of whey effected a 
saving of 100 pounds of thecorn meal 
and shorts mixtuie. 
Fifth—Using these figures, if corn 
meal and shorts are valued at $12 
per ton, then whey is wort height cents 
per hundred pounds; at $15 per ton 
for the corn meal and shorts, whey 
would be worth ten cents per hundred 
weight. 
Sixth—Shorts, pea meal 
and oil 
meal, or like foods, should he mixed 
with whey for growing animals. Some 
corn may be fed at all timas, the pro­ 
portion increasing as the animal ap­ 
proaches m aturity.— Ohio Farmer. 


S a lt t h e C o w s , 
It is hardly necessary to tell people 
who handle stock that they should 
be salted regularly’. 
It seems tobe as 
necessary as food itself, judging from 
the way they’ will beg for it. 
Not only 
is it relished, but observation 
and 
experience teach that salt is necessary 
to the best health of a cow. 
Prof. 
Robinson, of the Guelph experimental 
station. Ontario, says, after exper­ 
imenting along that line, tjjat “ to 
deny cows salt for even one week 
reduces their flow of milk 14% to 17% 
percent in quant ity and lowers t lie 
quality.” 
Milk given when the pons 
are deprived of salt, he says, “ will 
sour 2 4 hours soone»’ than that given 
when they have a full supply of it. It 
is greatly 
relished by all animals, 
which is a strong presumtive evidence 
in its favor, and there cannot be a 
reasonable doubt at this lateday that 
salt is beneficial to milch cows.”

There must be the active principle; 
that isto sa y , the attacking or de­ 
structive agent, which is generally an 
acid or an alkali. There must be the 
passive principle, i. e., the ingredient 
which contains the fertilizing agent we 
want to make use of, but which is 
locked up insolubly in water, and 
t herefore present but useless. There 
must be also moisture and heat, as 
chemical action is dead or nearly so 
when dry’ and cold. 
Here are four 
indispensables; all must be present in 
the soil or the chemical action cannot 
take place. 
As an example, take a 
fresh manure heap, dry it up to chips 
and it is inert; but simply moisten it 
— not to soak it—and the principle is 
set free and begins to work. This ac­ 
tion produces neat and thus all the 
essentials to chemical action being 
present, the operation goes on 
till 
either the moisture failsorthe passive 
material is reduced and the work is 
done. Now if the proposition between 
the active material and the passive 
principle is a true one, the work is 
completed, the iusoluble part is ren­ 
dered soluble, the whole mass is now 
fit to feed plants 
and 
the only 
action 
to 
take 
place 
is 
to 
keep sufficient moisture in contact 
with the humus to make it possible 
for the plant to imbibe it. 
The whole 
of this operation is commonly called 
rotting, 
Now, if you will rot dow n all 
the rubbish on your farm you will 
have humas, the result of a chemical 
procesa.

A recent paper by Mr. Gisborne, of 
Ottawa electrician to the Dominion, 
given at the recent meeting of the 
Royal Society of Canada in Montreal, 
contains some very interesting state­ 
ments about rapid telegraphy. 
Mr. 
Gisborn stated by way of data that 
3,000 words |>er minute had been 
transmitted by a round-about line of 
copper wire 355 miles long between 
New York and Washington, while 800 
had been reached over the 1,000 mile 
line between New York and Chicago, 
and he expressed the opinion that the 
telegraph of the future would be large­ 
ly conducted by means of such rapid 
transmitters as were used in these ex­ 
periments. 
It may be interesting to 
note that the automatic machine tele­ 
graph employment is the invention of 
Mr. F. Anderson, of Connect icut, and 
that it is of tlie perforated paper class 
of instruments, registering each mes­ 
sage by ink marks showingthe ordin­ 
ary Morse signals. 
From this the speaker went on to 
show that a message of 100 words 
could be transmitted over 1,000 miles 
of lineior 25 cents,and yet allow a large 
profit for the telegraph companies. 
Such a statement may appear a little 
surprising at first sight, but it must 
be remembered that a pair of lines 
working at the highest speed mention­ 
ed is the equivalent of something like 
forty complete quadruplex systems, 
each requiring itsown wire, and work­ 
ed by the ordinary key’.

by the 
substitution of these transmitters for 
the ordinary instruments would be 
something enormous, to say nothing 
of the far smaller number of operators 
and instruments required. The per­ 
foration, of course, is dont by mach­ 
ines constructed on the principle of 
the typewriter.

C U R IO U S F A C T S A B O U T ICE. 


W h y It F l o a t s — W h y It S o m e t i m e s 
B e g in s t o F o r m a t t h e B o tt o m . 


Did you ever wonder why it is that 
ire, being formed of congealed water, 
flouts? says the Ht. Ixniis Republic. 
And why. on some still lakes, it begins 
to form at the bottom before it docs 
on the surface? 
Scientists explain 
these enigmas this wise: 
Ice is specific 
t ally lighter than water just about to 
freeze, and therefore floats in it. This 
is one reason why the formation of j 
ice usually begins at the surface. Am 1 
other is the peculiar law of expansion. 
The general law is, that cold inducts j 
expansion; this law holds good with j 
water only to a certain point. When | 
water has cooled down to w ithin 7.4 
degrees of freezing it ceases to eont ract 
as before with increase of cold and be­ 
gins to expand till it freezes. 
This expansion causes the colder 
portions of the water tp rise to tDo 
surface. 
The formation of “ground 
ice,” or “ anchor ice” as it is some­ 
times called, is the only exception to 
the rule given above. The whole body 
of water is at the same time cooled to 
below the freezing point, and the sub­ 
stance at the bottom, the stones and 
gravel of the river or lake-Red, serve 
as a point of congelation or erystaliz- 
ation for the water. Ground ice may 
be the lowest stratum of the once 
completely frozen mass of water, re­ 
tained at tlie bottom by the natural 
cohesion to the rough substance of 
the river-bed, during tnp thawing and 
melting of the ice on the surface; or it 
may even be formed under favorable 
conditions beneath briskly flowing 
water, probably by’ the action of ed­ 
dies, which draw the surface water 
down through the \yariqer but denser 
liquid, thus cooling the rocks at the 
bottom, forming a base for its forma­ 
tion. This remarkable species of ice 
usually gathers op a dear, cold night, 
when the surface of the water is not 
frozen. 


AN IM P O R T A N T BILL. 


T h o u g h t s A b o u t S h e e p . 
Some people seem to think that 
sheep can live anywhere. 
They will 
turn them into the road where the 
grass is covered with dust, forgetting 
that a sheep is as dainty about its 
food as its master.—Others will keep 
them in a brier patch, 
where grass 
must struggle for existence, let them 
run here all summer, and in the fall 
they will come out thin and gaunt, 
and with their fleeces ruined. 
Others 
stock their fields too heavily 
Sheep 
are like other animals—put too many 
on a field and they’ will crop it too 
close, ruining the pasture. They want 
frequent changes of pasture, to do 
well. 
They like hill lands the best, 
and seem to do better on 
them. 
They 
should 
be salted 
twice a 
week. 
In winter, sheep should be 
well sheltered in bad, storm y w ent ti­ 
er, with plenty of good clover hay 
and 
pure water. Then 
they’ 
will 
thirve. 
Jf you allow them out in 
storms, with poor or insufficient,food, 
they will grow tbin and the wool be­ 
comes dead. 
Ewes with lamb, under 
such treatment, do not pass yeaning 
time safely, and will lack nutriment 
for their puny lambs. There is loss in 
all such sheep husbandry. 
Ewes should not, have much grain 
before lambing, but w hat they do have 
should be bran, oats and corn ground 
together. After a ewe drops her lamb 
put her in a place by herself. 
Have a 
shed for this purpose, where you can 
bunch them in lots of ten or fifteen. 
You can oversee them better, and de­ 
tect anything that goes wrong, and 
whpq you go in among them they 
haven’t room to run around, as in a 
large shed, tramping on their lambs, 
etc.—Ohio Farmer.

Subject for Tar and Feathers, 
Mike Mullery and a woman former­ 
ly known as Annie Bohles, but who 1 
now claims to be Mrs. MiiMerv, were i 
arrested on Wednesday for brutally 
beating and abusing a little eight- 
year-old girl who was living with 
them as an adopted daughter. 
The 
child, as the story goes, has had a 
hard time since its birth, her parent­ 
age being uncertain, and after being 
knocked about from pillar to post was 
finally adopted by Charles Cross, the 
veterinary surgeon, who kept the girl 
for three months and then turned her 
oyer to the tender merciea of this 
Bohles woman, with whom she has 
lived up to last Saturday night, when 
the neighbors took the matter in hand. 
On that evening the girl came to Mr. 
Hawkins’ residence late in the even­ 
ing and wanted to stay all night, say­ 
ing Mrs. Bohles had whipped her and 
turned her out, and her appearance 
bore out the statement. 
On Sunday 
she was taken charge of by Mrs. O’Tool 
and Mrs. Sunley. 
According to their 
statement on the witness stand yes­ 
terday the child was in a horrible 
condition, being covered with filth 
and lice. After she had been washed 
her little body was found to be covered 
with welts and discolored where she 
had been whipped, but they were 
not visible to the naked eye until the 
dirt had been removed. On top of 
her head was a wound which had 
never been cared for. 
The case was 
tried before the municipal court on 
Thursday, and the testimony of seve­ 
ral prominent ladies and gentlemen 
of East Brainerd was given in regard 
to their treatment of the child. 
The 
girl herself swore that the wound on 
her head was made by Mrs. Bohles 
with a dipper, and that the welts and 
discolorations on her arms and body 
came by being whipped with a- rope 
and pounded with boards. 
She also 
stated that Mrs. Bohles had hung her 
up with a rope under her arms and 
whipped her. 
After arguments by Judge Flem­ 
ing, who appeared for the state, and 
J. N. True, attorney for the defend­ 
ants, the jury were sent out and after 
due deliberation returned a verdict 
of guilty as to the woman, and not 
guilty as to the man, recommending 
the prisoner to the mercy of the 
court. 
A fine of $50 or sixty days in 
jail was imposed.

At the preliminary examination of 
the prisoners arrested at the time of 
the m urder of Pat Ryan which oc­ 
curred on Monday, Fred Ellis and 
Phillip Provo were held to await the 
action of the grand jury, the two In­ 
dians being discharged from custody.

As to the men 
held, the evidence produced was not 
sufficient to convict them, but was 
enough to warrant their being held. 
There was hardly a spectator in the 
room at the time of the examination 
but who was convinced that the pris­ 
oners all knew who did the terrible 
deed if they had no hand m it them ­ 
selves. In the meantime it is expected 
that considerable light will be shed 
upon the matter, and by the time court 
convenes the law will be able to lay 
its strong hands upon the guilty party. 


Work ot the Game Commission. 
A. F. Ferris returned yesterday 
from a two days’ meeting of the state 
game and fish commission and reports 
a very successful meeting. 
4. large 
number of local wardens for counties 
were appointed whose names will be 
withheld on account of handicapping 
them in their work, for in the past the 
poachers have been warned of the ap­ 
proach of officers and were constantly 
on the lookout. 
The chairman of the 
commission is quoted as saying: 
“You will hear of a good many ar­ 
rests during the next ten days,” he 
added.
